updating a specific resomrce reservation corresponding to a specific data stream at an 
upstream node in the fixed network when a downstream node the another network is unable 
to maintain a predetermined transmission quaUty for the specific data stream; 

shunting temporarily the specific data stream at the upstream node; and 
utilizing temporarily tpe specific resource reservation at the upstream node for other 
traffic while still maintainina the correspondence of the specific resource reservation and the 
specific data stream for fixture reactivation. 

9. (New) The method according to Claim 8, fiirther comprising: 
updating the specific resource reservation corresponding to the specific data stream at 
the upstream node in the fixed network when the downstream node the another network is 
once again able to maintain the predetermined transmission quality for the specific data 



stream: 



canceling the shuruting of the specific data stream at the upstream node; and 
utilizing the specific resource reservation at the upstream node for the specific data 



stream. 



10. (New) The method according to Claim 8, said another network comprising: 
a radio network including a radio channel.
